Don't Forget The Legislature. 

When nearly a year ago The Corn- 
ier-Journal called upon the people ol 
Kentucky to cut loose from the poll 
ticlans and draft a business man for 
Governor it also appealed to lliem to 
complete their good work by drafting 
a business Legislature. That appeal i- 
repeated now, with added enipha.b 
and with added hope of a favorabh 
reception — a hope born of the re 
sponse throughout the State to the 
movement for a business Governor. 

The right sort of Governor can do 
something without the right sort ol 

Legislature to redeem Kentucky ir 

the disastrous plight into which tin 
politicians have got it, but if he i t 
rescue the affair.* of the Stale fron 
the control of the politicians anil the 
lobby he must have the cooperation 
of a Legislature, which is uncontrolled 
by the politicians and Ihe lobby.

Few Apple Trees Escape 
San Jose Scale Damages 

LEXINGTON. Ky— San Jose scale, 
one of the bad fruit tree pests, is just 
aa serious, if not worse. In Kentucky 
apple orchards at the present time as 
It ever has been, according to A. J. 
Olney of the horticultural department 
of the College of Agriculture. The 
scale attacks the trunks, limbs, twigs 

and fruit and often cuts the yield of literal life on all we 'do.
